Mrs. Ida M artin, who form erly 
lived in the tenem ent hom e where 
W agner, 78, resided, told the jury 
last n ight: 
' Mrs. H ahn cam e to my door and 
said ‘I sen t the old m an to the hos­ 
pital, you know he is my uncle.’ 
“He isn t Coming Back 
“I said th a t I didn’t know W ag­ 
ner 
fas sick and 
she 
answ ered 
‘ye*, he has been sick for two or 
three days. You know he fell and 
knocked a hole in his head. 
You 
know, he Isn’t 
com ing 
back 
and 
th ere’s lots of things in his 
room 
which you could use and I will give 
you.’ 
"Do you m etn to say he is not 
coming back from th e hospital?" 
Mrs. M artin said she asked her. 
“She cam e back the m orning th a t 
W agner was buried,” Mrs. M artin 
asserted. “I heard someone in the 
room and knocked and offered to 
help her but there was a sm all m an 
m ere with a little m ustache help­ 
ing her.

Blast Hits Mulga Coal Co. 
Shaft, 10 Miles West 
Of Birmingham 


ONLY ONE VICTIM 
COMES OUT ALIVE 


Bodies located Four Miles 
From Surface; Coal
